• H. C. Marks, manager and promot- 
er for the aviation company has suc- 
ceeded in raising the necessary guar- 
antee fund and the people of Rush 
county will have the first opportunity 
to witness the flight of an aeroplane 
within the confines of the county. 
Peck will fly here from Connersville 
and will arrive by 3:30 or 4 o'clock. 
The event should bring one of the 
largest crowds ever in the city as the 
attraction is novel and very few peo- 
ple here ever saw an airship. 


Plans are being made and if work- 


ed out the I. & C. will furnish trans- 
portation to and from the grounds. 
"On arriving at the fair grounds Peck 
•will give an exhibition flight and from 
"his past flights should easily give the 
crowd a real thrill.

The action of the house Democrat 


was taken in opposition to ths wishes 
of Leader Underwood, and also it is 
understood, in opposition to the desir* 
of \Voodrow Wilson. By several Dem 
ocratic leaders it is contended even 
that this action by the caucus was a 
violation of the platform adopted a 
Baltimore, which pledges the party to 
provide for "an adequate navy" for 
national defense. 


Considerable comment was caused 


by the fact that Speaker Clark voted 
in the caucus against any addition to 
the battleship fleets. Last night's 
caucus was the third that the Demo- 
crats have held on this subject, and in 
each instance they have voted against 
appropriations for any additfcns to 
the navy. 
The question of public 


buildings figurae In the vote as It has 
figured in the two previous votes by 
the Democrats. Only a bare majority 
of the house Democrats were present 
at the caucus. The fight agtMnst the 
battleship program was led by Repre- 
sentative Burnett of Alabama, who has 
Insisted from the beginning that not 
a dollar should be allowed for battle- 
ships unless $2,000,000 or more was 
provided for public buildings.

To a 
friend he once confided how he re- 
members names and faces. 
When- 


ever he is introduced to a person he 
repeats the name over 
and 
over 


again in his mind. Every man sug- 
gests something to him.He may look 
like another friend, some public man. 
or he may have a resemblance 
to 


some animal. 
This may sound far- 


fetched, but Watson declares it so. 
Some men by peculiar lines of their 
faces or formation of their 
heads 


suggests to him a fox, parrot, cow, 
deer, dog of what not. To him some 
men have eyes like rats, long necks 
like swans, ears like a gorilla, and 
other "zoological attributes." If you 
ever met this man Watson there is 
no telling that he did not register 
you in his "memory hall" after this 
fashion: 


"Thompson. Thompson. Thompson.

And then for the life of you you 


would not be able to understand how 
he called your name "right off the 
bat" when he met you in some other 
city a year or more later.

Gowdy induc- 
ed Watson to move from Winchester 
to Rushville, where he promised to

having a man that stood for their 
rights;: how their, money was being 
wasted at the capital and how the 
country was going to the demnition 
bowwows in general. His work bore 
fruit. He was elected to congress by 
a narrow margin. Before the next 
campaign rolled round Watson and 
Qowdy were instrumental in having 
the Sixth, or "Old Burnt" district 
gerrymandered and made safely Re- 
publican. Watson was sent back to 
congress from 1895 to 1900, when he 
stepped aside to become the candi- 
date for governor. The present in- 
cumbent, Governor Thomas R. Mar- 
shall, defeated him ju that election. 


In congress Watson soon became 


the "right bower" of "Uncle 
Joe" 


Cannon, who was then the speaker. It 
was through his influence that he 
was made "whip of the house." They 
became inseparable companions and 
toured the country in

campaigns. Both used the same po- 
litical tactics—the tactics of the old 
school. On one occasion "Uncle Joe" 
delared Watson was the most elo- 
quent man in Washington in either 
house. 


Since his defeat for the governor- 


ship Watson has divided 
his time 


practicing law and touring the coun- 
try as a chautauqua lecturer. He is 
the ideal of the folk in Rushville and 
Rush county. 
There he not

knows the name of every man, wo- 
man and child, but knows the names 
of their dogs and horses. He sings 
in the Methodist choir and can play 
on the "fiddle" and piano.

Washington, July 25.—Upon Us re-

American citizens growing out of fir- 
ing across the border at El Paso, Tex., 
and Douglas, Ariz. 


The attitude of the Mexican govern- 


ment, in considering the claims has 
been satisfactory to the state depart- 
ment. There has been some co-opera- 
tion between the two departments to 
determine the validity or genuineness 
of the claims. 
Some time ago the 


Mexican foreign office notified the 
state department that awards have 
been decided on in connection with the 
claims at Douglas and that the money 
for their payment had been sent to 
the Mexican consul there. This mon- 
ey will be paid to those whose cases 
have been personally examined by the 
consul and approved by him. 


The Mexican government, according 


to the state department, appears to be 
acting in good faith and anxious to 
adjust all the claims.

"making dates" through general de- 
livery mail are to be broken up by the 
postoffice department. An order has 
been issued to all postmasters to fol- 
low more closely the regulations with 
regard to persons who use the general 
delivery. . Minors will no longer be 
permitted to receive mall at the gen- 
eral delivery windows, but must get 
it at their homes. 


Under the regulations postmasters 


may require all persons to tarnish in 
writing their names and addresses 
and statements of their reasons for 
preferring to be served at the general 
delivery.

And Land of Promise and Opportunity.

DEADWOOD AND LEAD CITY. 
In tlie morning we awoke at Dead- 


wood, in Deadwood Gulch, the most 
famous spot in the gold mining his- 
tory of the country. The party spent 
one day at Deadwood and Lead City 
.and can bear testimony to their sub- 
stantial growth; their good govern- 
ment as evinced by schools, churches, 
libraries, business houses, hotels, 
paved streets, water, gas and elec- 
tric plants; and, above all, their law- 
abiding, intelligent and refined citi- 
zens. 


The Bepubliean office has furnish- 


ed the Deadwood public schools, un- 
der the efficient supeiintendeney of 
Prof. 
Alexander ' Straehan, with 


scholars' report books for the past 
fifteen years. 


The morning was given to Leads, 


four miles above Deadwood, with 
which it is connected by an electric 
line pasiug through the most picture- 
sque scenery. 


This fine little city of some ten 


thousand inhabitants, with the small 
towns situated within a radius of 
four miles, 
controls 
a mercantile 


population of eighteen thousand and 


e wholesale and retail 


companies and 
the 
most famous 


speakers of the United States are 
heard. 


This great building, with its stage 


galleries and mammoth floor space, is 
decorated inside and out in Egyptian 
design, with corn in natural and dyed 
colors. It is redecorated each sea- 
son and is a marvel of design and 
execution. 


Mitchell has a population of 7000, 


with railroads in five directions. It 
lias fine' water works, sanitary an& 
storm sewers, fine electric light and 
gas plant, splendid business blocks, 
elegant homes of educated and re- 
fined people. 


It was here at 
Mitchell where 


Theodore Kammerling, son 
of 
the 


former butcher. Jacob Kammerling. 
started to practice medicine. He is 
now located at Spencer, some dis- 
tance east of there, with a growing 
practice extending for thirty miles 
around. 


YAXKTOX. 


The last stop was made Wednesday 


evening at Yankton, the first capital 
of the Dakotas. 
It is a well built, 


substantial town, with broad, shaded 
streets and is surrounded by a farm- 
ing and fruit growing country, unsur- 
passed anywhere. 


The South Dakota Hospital for the 


insane is located about three miles 
north of the town. The institution 
has 800 acres of land, of which 100 
acres are devoted to grounds and 
lawns, the remainder to gardening, 
fruit growing and general agriculture. 
It was upon these spacious and beau- 
tiful lawns that our party was feted 
and dined by the citizens of Yanktoii. 
andthe officials of the institution and 
our farewells made to the sunshine 
State. 


It was a lovely scene. There was 


music nnd flowers, good fellowship 
and good cheer, and the impressions 
were received of the incarnate char- 
ity of the good people of the State, in 
the spirit and management of the in- 
stitution was a fitting close of our 
trip. 


Everywhere we had seen evidences

Here we were impressed with their 
wisdom and love.

One of the points of interest shown

Returning to Deadwood we were 


taken over twelve miles of the new 
automobile road 
in 
construction 


through the scenic grandeurs of the 
Gulch and surrounding canyons. In 
passing over the crest of the moun- 
tain. 500 feet above sea 
level, we 


could look over into Wyoming and 
Montana. 
The ride over this auto- 


mobile road made us somewhat nerv- 
ous. as the road skirted the mountain 
side with deep and sometimes perpen- 
dicular declivities on one side — the 
automobile running close to tho edge 
of abysmal depths. \Ve were real 
glad when we got back to the city 
safe and sound. 


At the government assay office in 


Deadwood we were shown and per- 
mitted to lift a gold brick containing 
£32.000 worth of gold. 


RAPID CITY. 


On the evening of this very full day 


found us at Rapid City, "the gate- 


The enthusiastic citizens, however, 
claimed it to be the best town on 
earth. It has fine water power, ma- 
terial for making lime and Portland 
cement, gypsum for stucco, and plas- 
ter of paris and sandstone for build- 
ing purposes iu abundance. It has a 
government land office, a weather ob- 
servatory, an industrial school for 
Indians and is the home 
of 
the 


South Dakota School of Mines. 


CHAMBERLAIN. 


, The next morning we were in 
Chamberlain the county seat of Brule 
county, famous for the production of 
•"Corn. Cattle and Hogs." It is pic- 
turesquely situated on the east bank 
of the Missouri and has a park con- 
taining nearly a thousand acres on 
an island in the river. Preparations 
had been made to give our party a 
fish breakfast in this beautiful place, 
but rain changed the plan and we 
breakfasted in town, which gave us 
a better opportunity to observe tbe 
evidences of push and prosperity that 
its buildings and streets indicate. 


MITCHELL. 


We were now traveling through the 


great district in the southeastern 
part of the State, where corn is king 
and alfalfa is queen. At Mitchell, the 
metropolis of this fertile region of 
diversified crops, we were entertain- 
ed in the great "Corn Palace." There 
an exposition is held every autumn 
at which the products of the State 
are shown, and the. best musical 


Dakota it must be taken in its origin- 
al and strongest meaning—"evincing 
progress" and "going forward."

SLOW PROGRESS 


IN GRAFT CASE 


New York Authorities Facing 


Difficult Problem, 


UP AGAINST A WILY CROWD 


Out. of the Confusion of Tales Told by 


Those Suspected of a Knowledge of 
the Conspiracy Which Led to the 
Killing of State's Chief Witness in 
Police Graft Inquiry a Few Facts 
Seem Conclusive. 


New York, July 25.—The district at- 


torney ^wants to know from Lieuten- 
ant Charles Becker why he Is so inter- 
ested in the grand jury proceedings. 
The grand jury is going not merely 
Into the accusations that Becker was 
a grafter, but is considering also the 
testimony of Herman Rosenthal's'rela- 
tives and friends that the gambler be- 
lieved the police would kill him.

Becker from the grand jury room was 
made just before Joseph Immerman, 
a brother of Mrs. Rosenthal, told the 
grand jury that Rosenthal had told 
him that he was afraid of Becker, and 
had described the relations that ex- 
isted, he said, between the lieutenant 
of police and the gambler and Jack 
Rose. 
Statements made by Immer 


man as to the profitable dealings of 
policemen with gamblers will be 
thrashed out by the grand jury. In- 
spectors Hayes and Lahey and Cap- 
tain. Day of the West Forty-seventh 
street station have been subpenaed to 
appear. 


No apparent progress has been 


made in locating the men who are 
wanted for the actual killing of Ro- 
senthal or in tracing the plot back to 
the policemen that the district attor- 
ney and Deputy Commissioner Dough- 
erty believe had most at stake in the 
murder. 
John Reisler, gambler, ac- 


tor and sporting man, was held with- 
out bail on a charge of perjury. Reis- 
ler told the district attorney, that of- 
ficial says, that he saw Bridgie Web- 
ber running away from the Metropole 
just after Rosenthal had been shot. 
But before Coroner Feibcrg in the 
hearing as to whether Bridgie was to 
be held for 'murder in the first de- 
gree, Reisler looked over the court- 
room crowded with gangsters and gun- 
men, 
an array that had been smiling 


and signalling to Sam Paul and Brid- 
gie Webber, and then denied that he 
had said anything of the sort.

Assistant District Attorney Frank 
Moss had corroborated the district it- 
torney's statement, Reisler was ar- 
rested. 


Tne district attorney agrees with 


Commissioner Dougherty that one or 
two of the men now held for murder 
will break down and tell the whole 
story. 
They are concentrating on 


Jack Rose, who is regarded as having 
been the general manager of the Ro- 
senthal killing, and William Shapiro, 
who has been telling all sorts of 
stories In order to convince the au- 
thorities that he is worth bargaining 
with. But the district attorney has 
been told that Rose believes that po- 
lice influence will protect him and that 
he halts in giving information. Rose 
denies that he had any knowledge 
even that Rosenthal was to be killed, 
and he says that he is just as sensi- 
tive about aspersions on his charac- 
ter as Becker is. Twenty-three Burns 
men have already been detailed for 
the work, and Mr. Burns himself, when 
he returns to New York in a day or 
two, will devote his entire time to the 
Investigation.

FORAGE SHORTAGE IS CAUSE 


Investment of Money In Non-Taxable 


Bonds is Responsible in Sev- 


eral Counties. 


Almost all the counties in the state 


have decreases in personal property 
appraisement this year according to 
statements made before the state 
board of tax commissioners by county 
assessors, county auditors and coun- 
ty treasurers, summoned to Indiana- 
polis to talk over county appraise- 
ments. 
\ 


Shortage in forage 
and grain 


crops last year, resulting in a short- 
age of feed for live stock, was given 
as the chief cause of the decrease, 
from all parts of the state came the 
same story: Xo hay to feed -cattle 
and hogs, sale of the stock last fall 
or during the winter, and a conse- 
quently sharp decrease in the num- 
ber of cattle, hogs, sheep, etc., on 
March 1, assessing date. The coun-

DENIES TAX BOARD'S RIGHT 


Contending That the State Hu No 


Right to Appraise Capital Stock, the 
Adams Express Company Asks For 
Injunction Requiring Taxing Board 
to Assess Only Actual Value of Com- 
pany's Physical Property in Indiana. 


Indianapolis, July 25.—Suit has been 


lied in the federal court by W. M. 
Barrett, president of the Adams Ex- 
press company, against W. H. O'Brien, 
auditor of state, in which the court is 
asked to issue an injunction to prevent 
the auditor of state from certifying to 
the auditors of counties through -which 
the lines of the company pass the val- 
uation placed by the state tax board 
on the Adams Express company's 
property in Indiana. 


The complaint sets out that the ac- 


tual value of the company's physical 
property in Indiana is $68,982, while 
the state tax board placed the valua- 
tion at $578,208. In arriving at this 
latter valuation the state tax board, it 
Is alleged, estimated the value of the 
express company's capital stock to be 
worth $380 a share, and then appor- 
tioned the valuation of the stock ac- 
cording to the mileage of the company 
In this state. 


The complaint denies the right of 


the state tax board to make the ap- 
praisement in this manner, and says 
that the board had no right to place a 
valuation on anything more than the 
$6S,9S2 worth of actual personal prop- 
erty in the state. The suit is similar 
to other suits iiled by the same com 
pany against the auditor of state for 
the same purpose in the last two or 
three years and which are still pend- 
lug in federal court.
